ELECTION BOARD.

But there are other features to be
considered and which evidently he has
not overlooked. The State Hoard of
Flections with two new members,
Capt. J. M. Bracken and the Hon, Lit
Parduye, met and reorganized with
Capt. Bracken chairman and Mr. Par-
due secretary. The board is rejuired
by law to meet and announce the selec-
tion ot members of the county boards
by May first.

Senator Lea's friends boasted that
he controlled the bhoard but it appears
that he does not rely on the board en-
tirely. Had he beheved the state
board would be subservient to his de-
gires he probably would not have had
the primary bill introduced; had he
been certain that he would not receive
a deeided advantage in the selection ot
county members, on the other hand, he
probably would have urged the passage
of the primary bill before recess

It the Legislature tails to provide for
a legalized primary for the nomination
of United States senators and Con-
gressmen that function will be left to
the digeretion of the committees of the
different party organizations.

PATRONAGE BAIT.

The assumption at the time of the
sglection of the members of the execu-
tive committee was that it would not
be dominated by Senator Lea. The
constant dangling of patronage before
the eyes of the members mway have
changed the tactional complexion of
the committee but it is not believed
that the members can be purchased
either with the delivery of federal
patronage or by vague promises.

That however remuins to be seen.
The attitude of the cominittee was
well known at the time of organiza-
tion; just what it is now can best be
determined by the friends of thanem-
bers who are in cloge touch . them,

If by any form of manmipulation Sen-
ator Lea can gain possession of the
state committee it 18 not expected that
he will urge the passage of the primary
bill, If he cannot control the commit-
tee he does not propose to allow the
committee to have anything to do with
the arrangements for nomnating party
candidates.

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS,

At present it appears that Senator
Lea has his eves on the State Commit-
tee, the State Board of Elections and
the Legislature with the view of as-
certaining which organization he ig
capable of dominating, The thirty
days' respite will give him ample op-
portunity to determine the allignments
of the members of the executive com-
mittee; the appointments made by the
State Board of Elections will deter-
mine its attitdd@ and then he may pro-
ceed to urge a primary law suited to
his purpose or he may drop il as ap-
pears to be to his advantage.

The attitude of the other nine mem-
bers of the Tennessee delemation n
Congress in making no effort to domi-
nate the legislature or to dictate to it
is 1n striking contrast fo the attitude
of Senator Lea who has utilized every
moment of hjs time since the legisla-
ure convened in January toward fur-
thering his political interests and mak-
ing every interest of the state subser-
vient to his own so far as he could
dominate the Legislature.
